Student Court judges Chris on your Honor, Jeremy Booby, Captain Kirk Neil- 
son and Chief Joker Frank Hadella will be tried this Friday for violating section 
MXXVIII subsection Q on alternate Thursday’s of the Student Code of Conduct.

UPD arrests PorkHer for violation of ‘ having no life 9 bylaw

Quit-It Smoker 

Outgoing Impotent Association 
Executive Vice President Dave PorkHer 
had to be forcibly removed from 
campus yesterday after threatening to 
stick around the Student Association 
and GW for yet another year.
